In sdopting Mr, Latin's resolufion ta hmit
the pute e Iast
week 1ok one impormut step towards reform,
We trust It will not be the lae.  Mr, Laflin's
speech rovenls pome  foges stnking enough,
wo thovld fudge, to compel the st ntion of the
House, and enforee the neccossily of n vigilang
eponomy In the Miture, Certainly the country
i have lite adea of the extent to which the
Government Liae gone mto the printing bu=iness,
or of the nmount of money it expends, In the
sipgle item covered by Mr, Lallin's jesolution,
previons extravagance has been enormous, The
Pacent-Office reports tor 1860 nngd 1864 are sull
anprinted, but orders are on file far 40,000 extra
vopies, which wounld cost $2'86) each., The
Commisstoner mwade & most pertinacions etlort
to have his allowsnee continued, but the Print.
ing Committee reduced the number for 1865 to
1,0u0 for the commussioner, and 5000 for tne
House, which was finally chunged <o that the
House {o0& the Inrger vumber, By the same
resclution the numiber jor the two previous yoars
wos tedoced in like proportion, aud the amonnt
thun saved Is no less than $12%,700 on this one
bock. In the senste; 20,000 volumes of the report
Lty e heen ordesed for 1868 and 1804, and an eifort
will doubtless be made to sccure the same num-
ber tor Inst year, But we trust Senator Anthony,
who is Ohairman of the Sennte Printing Uom-
mateee, will follow the excellent exnmple Mr.
Laflin and the House hae sot him, and cot down
the allowance nt least one-halt, That would be
s further saving ot S43.650—in all $172,350 on
one of the many, many books which book-loy-
ine Unele Bam strecehes his pocket to print.

This buosiness ot Government printing hae
grown to gigantic proportions. Mr. Laflin has
taken pains o inform himself, and 18 undoubt-
wily correct, when be staes to the House that
the amount of paper used by the Governmoent
during last year v onethirteenth of all the
piiper mwade in the United States according to
the census of 1840, The aumount puid was 4
lHtile over $1,700,000, and the total census value
wis $2L 154,090,  This Government 8 1 faet,
the greatest publishing-house in the woild, and
s publications lust vear cost onetwelfth ns
mueh as ull the issues in the country in 1860,
including newspapers nnd periodicals,  The
Government bill was  82,700,000—=all the rest
SH1,0065, 808, and at thoe moment, In spite of the
immense taoiiitles coloyved in Washington, the
printers are 80 iar behindhand that, ifsll orders
were suspended, books alrendy orduered canunot
be had 1or o year,

Yot there is no hope that orders will be sus-
pended; they could not be, altogsither. What
wit hope 18 that they may b cut down in eacn
case {0 the lowest point, The Asrionltural Re-
purt is éald to be a pet extravagance with the
iouse, They printea lnst year not less than 600
copies lor esch member, Yet not n copy ol the
report lor 18656 cun be received by any member
till aiter this Copgress has expired. Notwith-
standing which, we hear that the Printing Com-
mifiee is naged to report in tavor of ordering
J00,000 copies [ur the prosent year, at a cost ol
not less than $450,000. We protest aeainst it in
advance. Members have an idea that it ls a good
electioneering document, and their constitaents
expect it, They will tind a vote azsinst this out-
rageons extravagunce tell much more in their
favor. Their constituents huve learned by this
timie that they get a great deal of rubbish fo the
shape of official documents, which are of small
use to them, but tor which thev do thomselves
hove to pay. 1t all comes out ol thelr poclkets
in the end, nndd makes the taxes so much the
henvier, We venture 1o say the people wiil be
more than content to reduce this outlay, and in
futiee will serutinize the yeas and nays o soe
who § or econowy and who' is tor squandering,

The Financial Problem- ITow Can it be
Solved ?
From the Herald,

The question of flnance isone of the most dith-
cult subjects which our public men have to
grapple with ut this time. Next to the restorn-
tion of the SBouthern States it is the most im-
portant problem that is to be solved at presens,
Its tinel solution hinges, {0 »n great extont,
nron that of reconsiruction, and depends,
in & great mensure, on the action ol Congress
in regard 1o the lotter. But, with all the difl-
gulties surrounding it, with all the obstacles
which now seem to lie in the way, all that is
necessary to onable the country to steer clear
of brenkers and seoure wn eariy retom fo n
specie basig, is for those who are called upon
to legizlate upon the qucstion to exercise a
Hitle pommen sense, Gold is now rapidly de-
cliving, and grecubacks appreciating in value,
from the natural results of the luws of trade,
aund any attempt to hasien them, either by legis-
lation in Congress or contraction by the Seere-
tary o the Treasury, will, in the end, delay,
rather than hasten the return to specie pay-
wente, Nor will the plan of foreing resamption
of specie paymentg by withdrawing the green-
boks and tunding them into bonds secomplish
the object. It wil! interiere sud clog the bus-
ness of the country without securing the object
almed ot. We cunnol resume specie payienis
as lopg as our purchase= abroad exceed our éx.
poris Lo the exteny that they have tor the loasi
three years, One great cause !or the iall of gold
st thas time is the large amount of cotton whicls
is being shipped, which reduees the demand for
gold to pay our lorelgn indebteducss,

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National Finances—The New Loan Bil,
From the World,

In all discnssions of this important =ubjeet it
is necessary to keep in view ithe oardinel ocon-
giderntions on which the poliey of the Govern-
ment ought to longe, It is tor the nterest ot a
poweriul and opulent olnes o kesp the grand
feature oul of sight, snd to confuse and bewllder
the public mifd with a wass of sulordinate
detalls.

The central congideration is unot the rasomp-
tion of specie paymenis—important as that is—
but the tact that within the next two fiscal
yoars, the matoonl lensury hasa prodigious
mnss of matored and muluring obligations,
asmounting, in all, to some seventeen hundrod
milllons of dobars, Sipee this enormous mass of
debt cannot be paid, it must be funded. IC the
whole national debt were Hinded in loug bonds,
grent as it I8, ik could be easily managed, and
the business of the country would puss without
nny soock nto a henlthy stube, As the un-
funded debt 15 the elitel difiiculty, we will begin
with an authentie stitement of it amount,
taken from the annudl report of the Seerotary
of the Trensury :—

Deduceting the legaltender notes, temporary
lonma, ete., (whieh muost e pltimately Yunded),
there remain between wen and eleven handred
milllons which tall due within the eosuing two
vears, and can be mer only by lonns or conver-
ston into Jong bonde. OF this amonng,
£570,000,000 consgiste of seven-tlirty notes, con-
vertible into six per cont, bonds nt the plessare
ol the holders, butf only at (thefr pleasure—a elr-
cumstance which mukes the holders, aud not the
Governmeu*rmasters of the situntion,

If the conversion of the seven-tbirties wos
optionul with the Government, instead of
optional with its creditors, the Tressury would
be digembarrassed.  As it ls, the bolders have
the Government very much 1o their power. [If
the sevenstlurtice were ail held by a single
person, whaigwould be his interest ¢ Would he
keep them Jor conversion, or keep them for pay-
ment? 10 for conversion, und he did actaally
exchange thom tor long bonds nt maturity, the
fluancisl problem would solve itself, The acgre-
enle dabt would remain precisely the same; and
as the seven-thirties fell due, the Government
would be paviog six per cent., instend ol (he
present bigh rate, on that portion of it, In that
chee, the Lolder of the unfunded debt would
have the same mterest with the community, in
A speedy return to specie  payments, which
would giveliim his interest in the equivalent of
gold, and not, s& now, In deprecwated paper.

But 1l he thought he gould make more money
by porsuing the other course, the other courss
would certainly be adopted, Supposing the
clght hundred and thirty millions 1o dhe hand
ol n =ipgle bolder, pud supposing him desironus
of ultimately investing in the long bonds ol the
Coterament, he would not make o direct coo-
version if he thouebt de could zet o larger
amount of bonds by compelling the Government
to puy him money for the sevensthirties, and
shen investing it in bonds, I Le elected to
acopt this colizse, bow could the Government
Procure the woney ¥ In no other way than by
the =ale ol Hatl the amount ol mone)
to be ralsed wonld creste o dearth in the money
market ; while the grest amonnt of homas
oflered for enle would depross the valne of |
bonds to u very low feure, The holder of i
seven-thirtles would profir alike by this state of
the money market, sud by tiis state of the bond
market. The anoney bying all raised lor hon,
and coming into his hands to expend, he alon:
profits, at the cxpense of the sonmpunity, by th
denrness of money, lntending to fuvest thYy
meney il bonds, be also profits. at the expense
of the Goverament, by the depression ol the
bonds, He fesiber: his nest on both gites, Tt
i® jor the mitercst of the Goverament to avoid
heloe thus cornered by 4 gomblustion ‘among
the beavy hokders of the soven-thivties, which
wonld give the same unity to their action us If
the undnnded debt wepe owned by & single
holdar, Conslderable portions of it nre scattered
among the people; but when thev found that
they could make more by demandiog payment
mnd reiovesting the orocewls, they would not
be slow 10 met in concert with the combined
speculntors,

When the debt iy once fmded it will all be
pald in gold, or the equivalent of gold. The
total ununded debt = pearly eeventeen hun-
dred milllons; and H the eurrency could be
kept g0 iuftated thut the bonds for that amount
could be purchased v o disconnt o fwenty-nve
per cent,; there would be w gain, by *he pur
chasers, of more than four hupdred nillions of
dollars—an amount w0 vast 88 to infdame the
cupidity of the specniating olasa 1o the highes
siteh,
